'C T JE are concerned to nktffeckl notice of this Curious Trea- 
V V ^i^^ 5 it being pubiifiied exprefly for the fublick ufeful- 
nefs, to advance the noble Work of railing the n^oft delicicus 
Orchard- fruit andGarden-f.uir, which goes en fo piofperouflv in 
England^ fo much for the honour of thisNation ; The moft love- 
ly and niofl pleafanr part of Agriculture tecc miog the Infwftion 
of Gentlemen, and themofi innocent Recreanon of Princes and 
Nobles. V/e have, indeed, two excellent Tranflations out of 
French J the French Gardiner, which hath much for Olitory 
Plants, and the Sieur Le Gendre , \^hich is proper for Wall- 
fruit, both which I have formerly mentioned. Thefe two were 
the firft and be:> experienced xMafters of noble Orchards and Gar- 
dens in Pm^^^, and their elegant and accurate Tranflations have 
done much good 'm England. And this oor Judicious Author is^ 
I think, the firft that may juft-Iybe called an Englifh Author of 
fruitful Gardens. For he accommodates all his InfiruBions to 
this climate for the fair eji Orchards of delicate fruit f which is 
his proper Argument:^ and for the befi ordering of fuch tender 
fruit (ts require Walling'^ and for the choice and right ordering oi 
fuch fruit, as agrees beji for Contrefpallters ^ or Hedge-rovps over 
againft the wal.ed fruit, Ihat there may be plea[am Walks or JU 
leys betwixt both thofe rovpsx And for Dwarf trees and Shrubs ; 
of which he accounts for the chief kinds , giving us ^very brief 
Catalogf4es of the very befl forts of Cherries , Jfricccks , IHums^ 
'Beaches^ Pavyes^ Jfples^ and Fears: For which laft he is largeft 
in advifing the choice for every Moneth , v;hich to be ea-^en 
raWj and which to be baked. 
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He direds the choice of foyi for Orchards of delicate fruir^ 
the preparation of foyl , and Compofl for all kinds : What 
forts are fitteft to be mixed i what forts to be continued in 
rows, or in Orchards, of one only kind 5 at what diftance each 
kind to be planted j whatafpeft beft ; what winds moft to be 
avoided ; excellent curiofities for the moft advantagious Tranf- 
plantations ^ for Nurferies ; when and how to be graffed ; 
and how all thefe to be cultivated at all feafons: Remedies or 
Preventions againftJnfefls , and other hurtful Creatures 5 and 
fundry accidents incident to thefe Plantations 5 and their 
fruity

fitable and commendable offices ; we might hofx, in a flmxt time, 
to be as famous fn fair Gardens and rich Enclcfures^ as w^e are at 
this time for well-ftored parks,fairManfions,and numbers of beau- 
tifwl! ^lif^'s^ai; overEng-and, To this purpofe our Author en- 
courages us to take care and pain^. to raife for our fhlvts, 
and on our own ground, the beft Commodities, which our 
Neighbours can (hew, as far as our Climate by Art and Indu- 
ftry may be enforced to bear them ^ and our felves decline thofe 
effeminacies, and other vices, which we are apt enough ro cen- 
fure in others ,• and which in the opinion of the wifer fort of 
men (faith he) are not confident either with theconftitution, or 
indted with the honour of this Nation,
